WILLIAMS stated that through his employment with the 
American-Russian Institute he met a great number of American 
engineers who came to Moscow and he more or less acted as an un- 
official greeter. He.stated that there must have been a thousand 
American engineers in Moscow in the nineteen thirties. WILLIAMS 
thought that the old letters and correspondence in the files of 
the Amcrican-Russian Institute would be helpful in determining

WILLIAMS said that the American-Russian Institute 
is now a moribund organization. He did not know the whereabouts 
of their files. WILLIAMS stated that he recalls an engineer 
who did layout work on the subway station and it was his impression 
that he was employed by one of the member companies of the 
Americen«Russian Institute. He continued that the name of FRANK 
BARRETT enters his mind but he could not definitely say that 
this wus his correct names It was bis recollection that BARRETT 
was a "rough and ready type of individual" and did not appear to 
him to have been a Columbia University man.

Professor BAUMEISTER said that he believed that JOHNSON 
is now connected with the Court Street Plant of the Onandago Pottery Com- 
pany, Syracuse, New York, as Director of Machine Design. 


The records of the American Society of Mechanical Engin- 
eers, 29 West 39th Street, New York City, reflect that the aforementioned 
JOHNSON is the same individual who was employed as an Assistant at Columbia 
University in the Department of Mechanical Engineering.
